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EXAMINER 'S COMMENT/REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. This office action is in response to amendment filed on 5/27/09. Claims 1-20 are now 
pending in the application. 

2. Applicant's arguments and data are found persuasive and thus, all previous rejections are 
withdrawn. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The instant claims are allowable over prior art to Nakano et al. (JP 200223089 19A, 
English translation), Yamaguchi et al. (JP 139733, English Translation) and Hattori et al. 
(EP0361109A1). 

Nakano et al. disclose an adhesive composition comprising an acrylate monomer, a 
drying oil, an organic peroxide, an accelerator and a filler. The disclosure further teaches that 
fillers with good thermal conductivity such as alumina powder, silica powder, aluminum nitride, 
boron nitride etc. may be used in the resin compositions (0026). The secondary reference to 
Yamaguchi et al. discloses heat conducting sheets comprising thermally conductive fillers such 
as silicon carbide. While Yamaguchi et al. disclose a mixture of fillers having large particle size, 
i.e. 50-100 micrometers and small average particle sizes, i.e. less than 10 micrometers, the 
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combination of prior art fails to teach or suggest a mode diameter ranging from 30 to 70 microns 
and a median diameter ranging from 5 to 40 microns as claimed presently. 

Likewise, Hattori et al. disclose curable resin compositions based on acrylic resins (page 
3, lines 1-13) and inorganic filler particles that are poly disperse. However, the prior art fails to 
disclose the average particle diameter and the distribution as claimed presently. 

Therefore, the instantly claimed invention is deemed allowable over closest prior art of 
record as per said art neither anticipating nor rendering obvious, alone or in combination, the 
instantly claimed invention.
